The Resurrection

r-3 HK lily has ! dig boon tho rosin*- 
rot-tion flower of the < Miristian 
(hurohes, 
It Is a distinction 
based entirely on its beauty 
aud adaptability. 
All vegeta­ 
ble growth is symbolio of the resurrec­ 
tion. The plum which springs from a 
tiny poppy geed is more miraculously 
so than that which comes forth from 
a more promising bulb like the lily. 
The stately flower is also the symbol 
of martyrdom and virginity. The early 
Christian painters, t > whom the world 
is indebted for so many of its theolog­ 
ical traditions, are probably responsi­ 
ble for that. 
One of the most exquisite of the 
monkish legends is to the effect that 
the lily is one of the flowers which 
changed their color on the morn of 
resurrection day. la it not true, these 
gentle sophists ask, that the Saviour 
himself declared that even Solomon in 
all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these? 
Originally erect ami re­ 
splendent with color, it bowed its state­ 
ly head and put aside its gorgeous rai­ 
ment, retaining only its sweetness. 
The flower which has come to bo 
known in the American market as the 
Easter lily is a variety of tile Lilium 
longiflorum, named harrlsii, from its 
originator and best cultivator. 
It is 
so easily cultivated und may be ship­ 
ped so successfully that its propagation 
has become a great industry In certain 
favorable locations, notably In Bermu­ 
da, which s e e m s to be peculiarly adapt­ 
ed to its production in unlimited quan­ 
tities. 
Lily growing is now the chief 
business lu Bermuda, urn! the frost I ess 
and humid island is a level stretch of 
lily tields. 
There are more than 200 
farms on the island which are devoted 
to the cultivation of this fragrant crop. 
The major part of the industry cou- j 
gists In the raising aud exp >rtlng of ( 
bulbs. These are shipped to all parts j 
of Europe and America, and they are j 
easily brought into flower by profes- 


is no uncommon s.gut to nod 100,000 
lilies in Tull bloom in a single field. 
The w hoi© island of Bermuda is cou- 
v pried into a gigantic lily bed. 
The 
odor which rises from this vast aggre­ 
gation of sweets I-, almost overpower­ 
ing, especially in the early morning, 
when there is no breeze to walt it sea­ 
ward. 
Passengers on the steamers 
which ply between the various ports 
of the group eau easily recognize this 
scent several miles out at sea. 
The 
lily 
plantations retain 
their 
beauty for several weeks. 
Finally, 
however, the stalk withers aud dries 
up, aud uh the remaining energy of 
the plant Is devoted to the formation 
of the bulb. 
During the latter part 
of June the digging begins. 
This is 
decidedly reminiscent of the annual po­ 
tato digging ut the north. All the sen­ 
timent attached to lily culture gives 
place to a very keen aud careful com­ 
putation as to the probable outcome. 
As the bulbs are taken from the 
ground they are sorted Into their vari­ 
ous classes by expert hands aud care­ 
fully packed in boxes, each one wrap­ 
ped in a protective covering of dried 
sphagnum. 
Shipments begin in July 
aud are continued until the latter part 
of August. I'udersized bulbs and those 
reserved for next seasons planting 
stock are packed in sand which has 
been dried to prevent germination. 
Thus prepared, they are permitted to 
rest for two months before the full 
planting begins. 
When the lily bulbs reach the great 
importing center- they are handled 
with great promptness. The importers 
forward them la great quantities to 
seedsmen and florists, who have placed 
advance orders, and they are then re­ 
tail, -ti to all descriptions of growers. 
Tho annual lily crop brings the Ber­ 
muda’! farmers at least $250,000. and 
the bulbs and flowers retailed la 
American cities alone amount to more 
than $300,000. This seems a large sum

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sional florists and even by the moat 
inexperienced amateur. 
A marketable lily bulb must measure 
at least live inches in circumference. 
Propagated from a scale—the technical 
name for one of the external accretions 
to the parent bulb—at least three years 
of growth and cultivation are necessa­ 
ry before it eau be marketed as a ma­ 
ture flowering bulb. Commercially the 
bulbs are divided into three classes - 
five to sevens, seven to nines aud nine 
to elevens. These designations repre­ 
sent the average circumferences of the 
bulbs in inches. A ti','- to seven hullo 
should bear five or six perfect blos­ 
soms. A seven to nine bulb, if given 
liberal treatment, will yield seven or 
eight flowers. The largest size Iii}' bulb 
Is expected to furnish from ten to six­ 
teen extra large blossoms. The prices 
of bulbs are graded according to their 
size. 
The stock used to keep up the succes­ 
sion of bulbs is derived from the small­ 
er ones, as a rule. Sometime©, however, 
It becomes necessary to vary the proc­ 
ess and to use only the largest bulbs 
for propagating purposes. When that 
happens the price of mature lily bulbs 
soars upward, and the supply Is visibly 
diminished. The lily crop is planted In 
October, and most of the labor of pre­ 
paring the soil and putting In the bulbs 
is done by the negro farmers, who are 
sometimes in tho employ of tho great 
lily planters and sometimes till their 
own freeh >ld fields. After the crop is 
in little is required beyond keeping 
the growing plants free from weeds. 
The warm sun and the humid atmos­ 
phere are depended upon t > do the rest, 
and they rarely fall to do their part in 
the interesting process. 
Late iii February or very early in 
March the Bermudan landscape I- a 
thing once seen to be remembered al­ 
ways. On some of the larger farms it 


to be derived from merchandise so 
evanescent as lilies, but the trade is 
well established, and the market is as 
stable as is that of most other luxuries 
and many necessities. 
Occasionally, 
however, the bulb market becomes 
overstocked. In that instance the sur­ 
plus of bulbs is returned to Bermuda 
and replanted. 
Most of the large im­ 
porting houses iu the American cities 
have special farms in their patronage 
and depend upon them for their an­ 
nual supply. 
A few American firms 
grow their own stocks of bulbs ou 
plantations leased for a term of years. 
An important feature of tho lily trade 
is the importation of lily blossoms di­ 
rect from Bermuda. The possibility of 
doing this successfully was demon­ 
strated about twenty years ag >, but 
little was made of it until within the 
past decade. This branch of the busi­ 
ness has developed recently, and It Is 
now estimated that 10,000 boxes of this 
commodity ore shipped to New tork. 
The lilies ore shipped in the form of 
partly developed buds, each wrapped 
carefully In tissue paper and packed in 
small

The Cherry BIobmoiu Festival, Rcm f- 
reellon of Fruit* and Flower*. 
By reaching Japan just at the begin­ 
ning of spring you will find yourself in 
the m id st of th e n ativ e E a s te r s asoti, 
which in reality is the cherry blossom 
festival. B ecause it comes at the time 
that Easter is celebrated in the western 
countries it is given that name. 
The dawn of Easter in Japan is a 
dazzling aud fascinating sight even to 
un American, used as he is to the great 
display of flowers and bright and dain­ 
ty costumes that come out on that day 
in all the cities in the United States to 
welcome the season. 
The Japanese are like a lot of happy 
school children let out to play, happy in 
their religious flower festival. None of 
the church ceremonies li.is any part in 
their celebration, aud, although the 
cherry festival commemorates the res­ 
urrection, it is the resurrection of the 
fruits and flowers. 
AH Japan rejoices. The children have 
a day set apart for their special delec­ 
tation, and the grown people do little 
but seek to make the young people hap­ 
py.

elevated platform in front of the char­ 
iot. 
Tile streets are choked with thou­ 
sands of grown people, who give up the 
day to witnessing these processions, 
ami as the charlet and the children 
j im ss down a carpeted avenue of cher­ 
ry trees, and the gentle spring breeze 
blows, a constant shower of pink per­ 
fumed snow falls from the cherry trees 
aud everything becomes hazy iu the 
entrancing mist of a pink snowstorm 
of soft petals. All nature seems to take 
part in this Easter festival of the .Jap­ 
anese children. 
“Uhorry bl 'ssom Sunday" at Uyeno 
park, in Tokyo, is one of the prettiest 
sights in all Japan. The avenue of cher­ 
ry trees going up from the town forms 
an exquisite art'll of pink boughs, under 
which the po -.de throng purely on 
pleasure bent. 
The tea homes have spread their 
best red b lank ets on the matted plat­ 
forms, w hich serve for seat and table. 
Carriages and jinrikishas roll by. their 
occupants dressed iu their best, the 
women in exquisitely delicate crapes, 
because it is the time of spring and 
flowers, and tilt* light and dainty col­ 
ors are most appropriate, 
l ader the 
trees are light hearted picnic parties 
seated on their blankets aud lunching 
on rice sandwiches. 
Restraint is thrown aside during 
“cherry time,” and at Mukojima, where 
a double avenue of cherry trees, the 
most magnificent display of these love­ 
ly blossoms In Tokyo, stretehea along 
the far bank of the Smuida river be­ 
side the road, the wildest carnival 
reigns. 
Mummer's In all sorts of fan­ 
tastic costumes, in which red and white, 
tile colors of spring aud happiness, pre 
dominate, dance in ami out among the 
tea houses that stand along the bauk 
under the trees. The river is gay w ith 
roofed pleasure boats, and the sound 
of the geisha’s samisen is added to the 
general clamor of rejoicing and merry­ 
making. -W ashington Star.

The recent 
legislature which enacted the anti­ 
cigarette law also passed a law giv­ 
ing judges of the juvenile courts dis­ 
cretion in fixing the punishm ent of 
boys and girls under ages mentioned 
for smoking cigar ates. 
They may 
be arrested for smoking cigarettes and 
prosecuted 
as 
for 
ordinary 
misde­ 
meanor. 
If tho judge desires he may 
send them to the state reformatory 
for an ind 2finite term or release them 
on probation. 
Local authorities have 
been looking up this law since Wed­ 
nesday and a crusade against minor 
cigarette smokers will be begun under 
it. 
Police Superintendent Kruger lias 
been informed and will instruct his 
patrolmen to arrest all youthful smok­ 
ers. 
Police Judge W hallon says he 
made a careful study of the anti-cig- 
nrette law before rendering his de­ 
cision. 
lf the legislature intended to 
prohibit smoking as well as the sail­ 
or m anufacturing of cigarettes he de­ 
clares that it could have easily ren­ 
dered tho law effective by the irser 
tion of a few words saving smoking 
was prohibited, 
fie suggests that all 
boys who are caught smoking cigar­ 
ettes should bo taken before the grand 
jury and compelled to tell where they 
w ere secured.

April 21.— After First 
Vice President Jam es H. Hyde of the 
Equitable Life A ssurance Society had 
informed a com m ittee of managing 
agents that it would be impossible, be­ 
cause of previous engagem ents, for 
him to address them, the agents’ con­ 
vention, which ha* been in session in 
this city for three days, adjourned 
without day 
The invitation to ad ­ 
dress the ag.*nts followed a call by a 
com mittee on Mr. Hyde with a re ­ 
quest that be resign as an officer of 
the society. 
This Mr. Hyde declined 
to do in an address In which he said 
he would consider such an act “un­ 
worthy and disgraceful to the memory 
of my father," and he added further:
